WEATHER NOTES. 


No. 41.—Notes on the Rainfall and general weather conditions in Western Aus- 
tralia during the months of April, May and June, 1938. 


April.—Rainfall in April was telow normal in twelve of the fifteen climatological divisions 
of the State; while surpluses were recorded in two divisions, and one district’s rainfall for the 
month just equalled the average registration. 


The heaviest rainfall occurred in the Central Coastal Division, totals averaging slightly more 
than two inches ; while in the remaining districts in the Western sub-tropics the respective totals 
averaged as follows :—South Coastal, 162 points ; North Coastal, 149 points ; North Central, 93 
points ; South Central, 60 points ; East Gascoyne, 36 points ; and the West Gascoyne, 25 points. 
In the districts named above, the rainfall registrations exceeded the normal for April by 82% in 
the North Coastal, and by 27°% in the Central Coastal, while the North Central Districts received 
a rainfall equal to the April normal. Elsewhere, deficits were widespread, and even the South 
Coastal and the South Central Agricultural Districts recorded shortages of 18°, and 45% respec- 
tively. 


3eyond the agricultural districts the rainfall shortage for the month was very marked, only 
the Eucla Division receiving more than half of the normal April rainfall, while in the South-Kast 
only 27%, of the usual rainfall was recorded. The Gascoyne Divisions received only slightly less 
than half their normal rainfall, while throughout the tropics, and in the North-Kastern Division 
of the sub-tropics the average rainfall registrations in the various districts were negligible. 


The further shortage of rainfall in the tropics was again associated with the comparative 
absence of sustained periods of high temperatures over large areas, and with the consequent. lack 
of any very marked inflow of moist tropical air. 


In the western sub-tropics the principal rains received occured during the 48 hours ended 
8 a.m. on 2Ist April, and on the following day these falls were supplemented by some useful 
showers in the more southern districts. The storm system from which the rains were derived 
consisted of a combination of tropical and southern depressions which first appeared off the West 
Coast and moved inland very slowly. 


The southern rainstorm system was fairly active during the month but some depressions of 
this type became rain productive only after they had passed eastwards across the Bight. 

Periods of anticyclonic control were associated with some low temperatures in the South- 
West and South, and some fogs occurred on the South-West Coast. 


The following is an extract from the meteorological observations recorded in Perth :—The 
mean maximum temperature (74.8 deg.) was 1.5 deg. below normal, and the mean minimum 
temperature (56.7 deg.) was 0.6 of a degree below normal. Rainfall occurred in the city on 5 
days, and aggregated 185 points, which total was 14 points above the April normal.

May.—As was the case in the previous month, the rainfall during May was substantially 
below normal over a very large proportion of the State. 


In the agricultural districts, only the South Coast received more rain than is usual in May, 
and the surplus amounted to only 4°%. In the remainder of the agricultural divisions shortages 
were general, the percentages of the normal May rainfall actually received being as follows :— 
North Coastal Division, 28% ; Central Coastal Division, 51% ; North Central Division, 37% ; 
and South Central Division, 59%. 


In the pastoral areas fairly substantial surpluses were reported from the Eucla Division and 
from the vicinity of Wiluna, and the Fortescue Division received 82% of its usual May rainfall. 
Elsewhere, however, moderate to large deficits were recorded almost generally. No rain fell in 
the North Kimberley and East Kimberley Districts, and the period was almost rainless in the 
West Kimberley and De Grey Divisions.

Perhaps the least satisfactory features of the month’s weather were the continued absence of 
substantial rains in the Gascoyne, and the large rainfall shortage in the North-Eastern Wheatbelt. 


The principal rains received in May occurred in the second week of the month, and affected 
most of the western and southern sub-tropical divisions of the State. The first two disturbances 
experienced were derived from tropical depressions which developed off the North-West Coast 
of the State. The first of these depressions was most rain-productive in the eastern inland dis- 
tricts, but the second low yielded some substantial amounts while traversing the southern agri- 
cultural areas. Perhaps the most remarkable rain storm of the month, however, was a well-marked 
‘ cold front ”’ rain which caused some very heavy falls in the far south of the State during the 24 
hours ended 9 a.m. on Friday, 13th May, Albany recording 381 points, Donnybrook 362 points, 
Bridgetown 292 points, Denmark 280 points, Greenbushes 276 points and Boyup Brook 273 points. 


As is usual in May, temperatures showed a marked fall as compared with those of the previous 
month. In the sub-tropics, however (and except near the south coast), day temperatures were 
above normal, and in the southern inland areas a few frosts were recorded. 


In the western and southern sub-tropics fogs or mists were more numerous than usual. 


In Perth the extreme temperatures were 79.9 deg. on May 6, and 45.0 deg. on May 17. The 
mean maximum temperature (69.5 deg.) was 0.6 deg. above the normal, and the mean minimum 
temperature (52-8 deg.) exactly equalled the normal. The mean temperature (61.1 deg.) ex- 
ceeded the normal by 0.3 deg. Rainfall in the city occurred on 10 days and aggregated 175 
points, as compared with the average May rainfall of 514 points.

_ June.—The rainfall in June, though it extended over all divisions, except the North Kimberley 
District, was again below normal over most of the State. 


In the principal agricultural areas the month’s rainfall totals averaged as follows :—137 
points in the North Coastal Division, 143 points in the North Central Division and 188 points 
in the South Central Division, all substantially below normal, and at individual stations deficits 
were general in these three divisions, except at a few places in the South Central District. 


The average falls at stations on the Central and on the South Coast exceeded four inches, but 
were much less than is usual in June, except as regards a moderate area extending from Mt. Barker 
to Albany and along the South Coast to Esperance. In this South Coastal Belt the rain was very 
heavy, Denmark receiving 817 points and Albany 806 points, as compared with the June normal 
rainfall of 686 points and 545 points respectively at those stations. 


The South-Eastern Division as a whole fared well ; surpluses were reported from most stations, 
more than 300 points being recorded at Grass Patch and Salmon Gums, more than 200 points at 
Norseman, and more than 100 points at many places, including stations in the vicinity of Leonora 
and Kathleen Valley. 
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In the Gascoyne some moderate surpluses were received in the East Gascoyne Division, chiefly 
® in the North-East, but shortages were general elsewhere and were again substantial in the West 
Gascoyne Division. 

Somewhat unseasonable weather was responsible for moderate rainfall surpluses in the East 
and West Kimberley and in the De Grey Division, with a maximum total of 256 points at Broome. 
In the Fortescue Division the rainfall totals averaged about one inch and surpluses and deficits 
were fairly equally divided. 


Perth received rain on 14 days, and the total falls amounted to 551 points as compared with 
the June normal of 707 points. 


The comparative shortage of rainfall in June was associated with the rather persistent presence 
over Australia of huge anti-cyclones, which, however, were from time to time displaced by de- 
pressions of considerable intensity. As a result of these disturbances widespread rains were recorded 
in the south-western districts on June 6 and again on June 13, when the rain area extended to 
parts of the tropics. 


The month’s most remarkable rainstorm, however, occurred in the third week, when, with an 
anti-cyelone centred in unseasonably high latitudes off the South Coast and with a tropical de- 
pression situated off the North-West Coast, an unusually strong and deep flow of south-easterly 
winds moved across the State and was associated with almost general and at many places heavy 
rains. 

A feature of the weather in the last portion of the month was the occurrence of a lengthy 


series of daily rains on the South Coast, while fine weather prevailed elsewhere and frosts were 
numerous and severe on the South-West Coast and in much of the southern inland areas. 


Apart from the frosty period late in the month, temperatures showed few marked departures 
from the normal, but in the sub-tropics temperatures were at most places a little lower than is 
usual in June. 

In Perth the mean maximum temperature (63-7 deg.) was 0-4 deg. below the normal, and the 


mean minimum temperature (48-5 deg.) was 1-1 deg. below the normal. The extreme registra- 
tions in the city were 72-1 deg. on June 3 and 41-8 deg. on June 28.
